sidences can be built until im- 
proved demand clears the mar- 
ket. If materials are not sold 
we do not get the tax. 

It now appears Florida will 
be slower to bounce back after 
this recession than after others 
in recent years. The national 
economy, now showing spotted 
signs of strength, must get a 
lot better and continue improv- 
ed for a considerable time be- 
fore the pressure nation-wide 
overcomes the restraints exist- 
ing here. 

There is some indication in re- 
cent weeks that the Cuban and 
th American problems are 
having an unfavorable effect on 
our general situation. Psycholo- 
gically, some people have a hesi- 
tancy about coming to Florida 
and investing here, We hope this 
attitude will not become more 
widespread. 

All of these factors here out- 
lined should prompt us to be 
careful and conservative in pre- 
dicting what will happen during 
the next two years.

100 Years Ago Tennessee, 
Arkansas Withdraw From Union 


By Lon K. Savage 

The Civil War was nearly a 
month old 100 years ago this 
week, but aside from the Sumter 
bombardment there had not 
been a battle. In the North, a 
cry for action began to make 
itself heard - a cry that would 
become almost deafening in the 
approaching weeks. In the South 
Preparations went quietly and 
swiftly to meet this action. 

While North and South pre- 


pared for battle, some of -the s; 


most importants events of the 
war were taking place in the 
border states, where the people 
were picking their sides. Two 
‘states - Arkansas and Tennessee 
made their choice 100 years ago 
this week: they chose the Con- 
federacy. 

The cry for action came to 
Lincoln that week in messages 
such as this one from Wiscon-

So Lincoln conferred with his 
army commander, old ailing Win 
field Scott, and General Scott 
worked long and hard on his 
largely - ignored “Anaconda” 
plan - to blockade the Southern 
coast, send troops down the 
Mississippi and choke the South 


governor of Arkansas in recon- 
struction.

At Episcopal Diocese Convention 


The 39th Convention of the 
Epjscopal Diocese of South 
Florida met in Orlando May 2- 
4 with more than three hundred 
Тау delegates and two hundred 
clergy in attendance. At the 
same time the Annual meeting 
of the Episcopal Churchwomen 
was held with delegates from 
the 103 missions and parishes of 
the Diocese joining together to 
make this the largest conven- 
tion in the history of the Dio- 
cese. 

The Right Rev. Henry I. Lout- 
ut, D. D. Bishop of the Diocese 
presided over the sessions which 
were held in the Great Hall of 
the Cathedral of St. Luke in Or- 
Jando. 

The Reverend Robert N. Huff- 
man, vicar of St. John the 
Apostle Church, Belle Glade, 
Jimy Maynor, delegate and Н: 
old Zumpf, alternate delegate 
were among those in attendance 
at the convention, 

At a most impressive service 
in the Municipal Auditorium 
more than two thousand dele- 
gates and visitors heard the Bis- 
hop’s annual message in which 
he called attention to the most 
extra-ordinary growth of the 
Diocese “during the past ten 
years of his episcopate. Where- 
эз the population in the Diocese 
that extends from Ocala to Key 
West had almost doubled, the 


communicant strength of the 
Episcopal Church had more than 
doubled in that time. 


“In effect,” the Bishop said, 
* a new Diocese greater in size 
and strength than the one ten 
years ago has been added with 
the union of more than eighty 
five parishes and missions in 
the last decade.” The Bishop 
stated that this poses an almost 
unbelievable strain on the fin- 
ancial and administrative 
strength of the Diocese and a 
drastic reorganization is now 
called for. 


The Convention following the 
Bishop's suggestion passed a re- 
solution calling for the Dicsesan 
Executive Board tọ stjeamline 
it's own structure aid to study 
‘efully the findings the 
pecial committee that been 
working for two years under ex- 
pert guidance to develop a plan 
of organization to be used as a 
basis for serious consideration. 
A budget totaling close to $900,- 
000 that was a 25 percent in- 
crease over the previous year 
w adopted most of the in- 
crease demanded dy the urgent 
need for church extension in 
the rapidly growing areas in the 
Diocese and to furnish chap- 
lains and facilities to the several 
new universities recently found- 


ed.

Cuban Import Ban 


Appears Probable 

Congressman Paul G. Rogers 
has stated that he is “encour- 
aged” about prospects for a 
complete ban on Cuban imports 
into the United States, after dis- 
cussions with the White House 
and the State Department again 
this week. 

Rogers has been calling for a 
ban on Cuban products being 
shipped into this country for 
over a year, but both Admin- 
istrations stated on all previous 
discussions that the matter 
would be given “consideration 
and study.” 

After the ill-fated Cuban in- 
vasion attempt, Rogers intro- 
duced a Resolution in the Con- 
gress requesting a complete em- 
bargo against Cuba, to follow up 
his many earlier requests that 
this action be taken at once. 

“I am encouraged that our 
efforts are finally accomplishing 
some good, and after again urg- 
ing that action be taken‘at once 
to cut off Cuban imports into 
the United States I am hopeful 
that some new policy is being 
formulated and will be announc- 
ed in the near future.” 


Over 5,000 Attend 
NSBA Convention 


Some 5,000 school board mem- 
bers including Milton Carpen- 
ter of 316 N. W. Ave. E, Belle 
Glade, Fla., met in Philadelphia 
for the annual three-day con- 
vention of the National School 
Boards Association. 

Theme of this year's meeting 
is “School Boards Face Nation- 
al Issues” and speakers covered 
the range of school problems 
from getting enough good teach- 
ers to providing the best pos- 
sible curriculum and how to pay 
the increasing school costs. 

The convention’ opened with 
NSBA President Roy Frantz 
Pueblo, Colo., telling local 
board members to provide dy- 
namic leadership in solving edu- 
cation’s problems. Frantz nam- 
ed three major obstacles “which 
are preventing us from the full 
exercise of our leadership:” poor 
communications in and among 
communities, failure to eval- 
uate education on a continuing 
basis and “our almost universal 
lack of urgency.” 

He suggested six steps for 
board members to take: avoid 
educational bandwagons, esta- 
blish priorities in education, be 
alert to changing community 
and national needs, try new 
methods of dealing with old pro- 
blems, rely on professional judg- 
ment of good educators, and 
constantly re-evaluate the cur- 
riculum, 

Keynoter for the convention 
was the Hon. Walter H. Judd, 
U. S. Representative from Min- 
nesota. The second general ses- 
sion featured Dr, Walter A. An- 
derson, dean of the school of 
education, New York Univer- 
sity, speaking on "Financing 
Public Education in the sixties.” 

NSBA is a federation of the 
50 state school boards associa- 
tions, representing some 50,000 
local school boards.

Rogers Proposes Loans 
For Migrant Housing 

Congressman Paul G. Rogers 
in testimony to the House Bank- 
ing and Currency Committee 
has called for a new program 
of Federal insurance for farm 
housing loans to aid construc- 
tion of housing for migrant farm 
labor. 

“I am sure you are all aware 
of the deplorable conditions im- 
posed on our transient agricul- 


tural labor,” Congressman Rog- 
ers stated to the Committee. 
“This segment of America is 


forced to earn its living under 
extreme hardships, yet it is 
nonetheless a vital part of our 
national labor force. Domestic 
agricultural laborers and their 
families number nearly one mil- 
lion persons. This figure is аз 

se as the population of any 
mof 32 states, and represents 

labo: source for approximate- 

ly 1,006 counties concentrated in 
13 states . . . these people are 
largely without even decent 
shelter.’ 

‘The Rogers bill would provide 
Federal insured private loans to 
farmers, farm co-operatives, as 
well as state and county govern- 
ments and is similar to the FHA- 
type loans now available for 
other kinds of housing through 
the joint efforts of the Federal 
government and private busi- 
ness. 


Right To Work Law 
With Teeth Offered 


Because “the legislature has 
prescribed no penalties” Flor- 
ida’s constitutional provision 
that “the right of persons to 
work shall not be denied or 
abridged on account of mem- 
bership or non-membership in 
any labor union—,” it “affords 
no protection for the working 
man or woman.” 

A statement pertinent to a 
correction of this situation is 
“the abuses of employers and 
labor organizations in the past 
cannot be corrects, but this leg- 
islature can coxrect—present a- 
buses—.” 

The proposed bill, “makes it 
unlawful for an employer to 
deny any employee or applicant 
for employment the right to 
work because of —" and 
“makes it unlawful for any per- 
son either by force, violence, 
agreement or subterfuge to re- 
quire any employee to join, or 
not to join.” 

The proposal “insures the 
right of any damaged person to 
have the privilege of using the 
laws—to sue for damages,” and 
“makes parent labor organiza- 
tions parties to a suit.” 

A misdemeanor is provided 
for violating the act and presi- 
cribes penalties. 

“It is intended to insure those 
(constitutional) rights to those 
whose operations come under 
this law” both employers and 
bor organizations.

“Child Labor laws permit high 
school students a wide choice 
of jobs during the summer va- 
cation,” Sterling В. Williams, 
regional director of the Wage- 
and-Hour and Public Contracts 
Divisions, said here today. His 
office administers the Fair Lab- 
or Standard Act. including child 
labor provisions, in five South- 
eastern states. 

“Parents should consider Fed- 
eral and State regulations as a 
safeguard to their child's safe- 
ty and health,” Williams point- 
ed out. With the exception of a 
few jobs which have been de- 
clared “hazardous occupations,” 
boys and girls who have passed 
their 16th birthday may apply 
for almost any vacation-time 


job. 
Children in the 14 and 15 year 
old class may seek jobs in of- 
fice, clerical or sales work. They 
may accept most jobs in veget- 
able and fruit-packing sheds. 
but their work must be perform- 
ed between 7 a. m. and 7 p. m.
